COMPLAINTS:  The  complaints  this  year  has  decreased.  I  credit  this  to  the  extreme  patrolling  that  we 
have  done  in  the  last  three  years.  Patrolling  reduces  crime;  this  has  been  proven  by  a  national  survey.  As  I 
was  requested  by  the  Selectmen's  office  1  have  been  using  the  State  Police  when  the  call  has  been  a  non- 
emergency. 

CRUISER:  The  cruiser  is  still  in  pretty  good  shape.  We  have  used  it  for  the  past  5  years.  We  have  done 
some  work  to  it  but  it  has  been  a  real  asset  to  us.  The  power  steering  unit  leaks  and  I  hope  to  get  new 
seals  for  that  this  year. 

EQUIPMENT:  We  are  in  good  shape,  we  bought  a  few  small  items  last  year  that  we  needed,  and  replaced 
batteries  for  our  pagers  and  had  them  serviced.  I  always  try  to  buy  a  few  things  we  need  to  try  to  keep  up 
with  the  necessary  equipment  needed.  We  fell  way  behind  for  many  years.  The  State  mandates  that  we 
have  certain  equipment  to  do  the  job  for  liability  reasons. 

OFFICERS:  We  are  still  lucky  as  we  all  work  at  different  times  to  allow  us  better  coverage  than  most 
towns  in  the  county.  We  may  not  be  on  patrol,  but  we  have  officers  available  almost  around  the  clock  to 
answer  calls. 

GRANTS:  We  were  approved  last  year  for  a  speed  enforcement  grant,  but  had  to  turn  it  down  as  the 
budget  did  not  allow  administrative  time  to  take  care  of  this. 

PATROLLING:  We  have  had  mixed  feelings  from  the  town's  people  as  to  how  much  patrol  they  want  us 
to  do.  Last  year  when  we  received  only  level  funding,  I  told  the  people  that  there  would  be  little  to  no 
patrolling,  as  we  have  to  keep  most  of  the  money  available  to  handle  calls  first.  And  the  people  still  went 
with  level  funding. 

SELECTMEN:  I  want  to  thank  the  selectmen  for  all  their  support  over  the  years,  and  the  guidance  they 
have  given  me,  representing  the  towns  people.  I  am  looking  forward  to  serving  you  in  1999.

1998  was  a  good  year.  We  only  had  one  fire  that  needed  to  be  suppressed.  We  found  less  evidence  of 
illegal  fires  and  beer  parties  in  the  Woodward  Pond  area  due  to  gating  the  roads.  I  have  been  able  to  get 
nine  gates  at  no  cost  to  the  Town  to  help  control  the  destruction  of  our  roads,  forests  and  to  help  protect 
the  City  of  Keene's  water  supply. 

If  you  need  to  report  a  fire  call  911.  If  you  need  a  permit  to  burn  I  can  be  reached  through  Mutual  Aid  at 
352-1 100  or  at  my  home  phone  352-0531.  If  I'm  not  available  permits  can  be  obtained  from  Deputies 
Neil  Collier  at  352-1  100  or  Allen  LaPlante  876-4687. 

We  must  have  fire  protection.  The  si.x  wheel  ATV  has  been  an  invaluable  tool  to  us  and  to  Mutual  Aid.  It 
is  the  least  expensive  piece  of  equipment  we  can  have  that  will  do  the  job.  The  machine  we  now  have 
cost  $5,500.00  and  we  can  get  $4,500.00  dollars  for  it  if  we  trade  it  in  on  a  larger  machine  which  is  better 
adapted  to  the  task.  The  total  cost  of  the  new  machine  would  be  $6,000.00  with  the  trade.

Selectman.  Peter  Stuhlsatz.  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7  P.M.  Also  present  were 
Selectman,  Jim  McNeill  and  seven  other  residents  including  Road  Agent,  Bill  Yardley. 

Selectman  Stuhlsatz  opened  the  meeting  by  explaining  that  a  Public  Hearing  was 
necessary  because  at  Town  Meeting  the  Town  had  conditionally  voted  to  re-open  a  portion  of  the 
Davis  Rd.  The  Warrant  Article  was  amended  that  the  highway  be  conditionally  reclassified  upon 
compliance  with  betterment  assessments  as  provided  in  RSA  231 :28-33.  This  Hearing  to  be  held 
within  90  days  of  Town  Meeting.  Joe  Sabolevski  and  George  Davis,  as  abutters,  granted  waivers 
to  the  Town  for  not  having  been  notified  by  mail. 

Discussion: 

Selectman  Stuhlsatz  asked  Joe  Sableveski  if  he  would  be  willing  to  bear  the  expense  of 
widening  the  road  to  20  ft.  of  tar.  Joe  replied  that  he  understood  that  he  did  not  have  to  make  the 
road  any  better  than  the  Class  V  road  leading  up  to  it.  Selectmen's  concerns  are  that  the  portion 
of  Davis  Rd.  which  Joe  has  already  improved  is  not  wide  enough  to  meet  the  standard  of  the  road 
leading  up  to  it.  It  is  not  wide  enough  to  accommodate  increased  traffic.  Selectman  Stuhlsatz 
further  stated  that  the  town  could  accept  the  road  if  Joe  widened  it  to  18  ft.  at  the  same  time  that 
the  town  tarred  the  road  leading  up  to  it,  and  that  the  Town  would  give  Joe  credit  for  the  tar  he 
had  just  put  down  in  front  of  George  Davis's  house  on  the  Class  V  portion  of  the  Davis  Road. 
Joe  stated  that  he  felt  he  had  borne  enough  as  is.  Selectman  McNeill  reiterated  that  the  road  had 
to  be  brought  up  to  a  minimum  of  18  ft.  before  Selectmen  could  accept  it.  Then  Selectman 
Stuhlsatz  suggested  that  Joe  bring  it  up  again  at  Town  Meeting  next  year.  Joe  then  asked  if 
Selectmen  would  put  it  on  the  warrant  with  out  the  amendment.  Selectmen  explained  that  there  is 
always  the  possibility  of  any  warrant  being  amended  form  the  floor.  Joe  then  said  he  would 
withdraw  his  request  at  this  time.

In  fact  there  were  three 
type  written  pages  of  inconsistencies,  probable  errors,  and  concerns  handed  over  to  the 
Selectmen.  As  the  preparer  for  the  Town  Report  I  apologize  for  any  of  the  errors  that  I  made  in 
creating  the  document  and  any  problems  that  they  may  have  caused. 

I  made  two  spelling  mistakes.  On  page  two  of  the  list  of  errors  there  is  a  comment 
'F.  Page  9,  "Article  23"  is  not  a  person,  is  it?'  That  was  a  mistake.  I  spelled  trailer,  t-a-i-1-o-r. 
And  on  page  13, 1  spelled  personnel,  p-e-r-s-o-n-a-1.  Which  does  tweak  the  meaning  just  a  bit.  I 
do  apologize  for  any  of  those  mistakes. 

We  are  inclosing  a  few  extra  sheets  that  were  inadvertently  left  out.  The  Selectmen  and  I 
worked  in  my  office  for  over  thirty  hours.  When  we  finally  put  it  all  together  we  were  exhausted 
and  forgot  a  couple  reports.  It  was  an  error  on  our  part  and  we  do  ask  your  forgiveness  for  not 
including  those  reports.  We  are  also  including  a  copy  of  Expenditures  with  corrections  and 
Proposed  Budget  with  corrections. 

In  the  citizen's  list  of  corrections  there  is,  on  the  last  page, 

'P.  Page  20:  No  reports."  Deplorable.  What  is  the  message  here?  Leave  the  page  out 
entirely  or  cooperate  with  residents/town  officials  to  report  on  the  business  of  the  year.  This 
shows  lack  of  planning,  an  attitude  and/or  poor  execution  on  the  part  of  the  person(s)  preparing 
this  Annual  Report.. ..'.he  goes  on  to  list  the  missing  reports  that  we  have  enclosed  in  this 
package.  Being  the  person  who  prepared  this  document,  I  would  like  to  state  that  what  we  meant 
to  convey  by  the  blank  page  on  page  twenty  was  simply  that  they  were  not  available  at  the  time 
of  printing.  It  is  up  to  the  committees  to  get  their  reports  in  and  they  weren't  available  to  us.  If 
that  has  caused  any  discomfort  to  anyone,  I'm  sorry.  There  was  nothing  meant  by  that  other  than 
what  was  written.  We  have  since  received  a  copy  of  the  Planning  Board's  report  and  it  is 
enclosed.  If  the  Zoning  Board's  report  comes  in  we  will  enclose  that  as  well. 

There  are  some  redundant  documents  that  The  Selectmen  have  chosen  to  leave  out.  If  something 
is  said  in  one  place,  why  say  it  again  somewhere  else?  They  have  tried  to  simplify  things.  They 
were  not  trying  to  simplify  things  by  leaving  out  crucial  reports,  that  was  more  or  less  a  consorted 
error. 

In  the  past  the  Town  Report  has  been  typed  by  Selectmen's  wives.  I  was  trying  to  help  my 
husband  with  this  time  consuming  project.  We  are  a  small  town  and  would  like  to  keep  things  as 
uncomplicated  as  we  can.  I  am  a  writer,  arralthough  I  type  many  articles  and  books,  this  is  the 
first  time  I've  done  a  document  like  this.  Again  I  am  sorry  if  it  has  caused  anyone  any  problems.
